In fact, latest advices from 
Honolulu received by steamer arriving 
at San Francisco Saturday are to the 
effect that the provisional government 
is in total ignorance of any such in- 
tent oc the part of this government. 
Minister Willis presented bis creden- 
tials to President Dole on the 7th in- 
stant, and most cordial greetings were 
exchanged— greetings remarkably cor- 
dial in the light oi what was expected. 


As far as can be learned no intima- 


tion has been given by Minister Willis 
of the attitude of this government as 
expressed in the letter of Secretary 
Gresham 
Among those arriving by 


the steamer which brought news from 
Honolulu the greatest surprise was ex- 
pressed on their hearing that such a 
letter had been written

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.— News from 


the Sandwich islands was anxiously 
awaited and was evidently disappoint- 
ing. The state department received a 
message from Minister Willis, but its 
contents were kept a profound secret. 
In fact, there was an abnormal amount 
of secrecy about the state department 
concerning the entire situation. 


Minister Willis1 remarks to President 


Dole are regarded as in direct conflict 
with Secretary Gresham's letter. How- 
ever, Minister Willis may be endowed 
with full discretionary powers and 
have chosen such a course to work out 
his instructions, which are presumed 
to have been to establish the queen in 
power, though on this score nothing is 
known, owinp to the secrecy which

B«or«tary Greshun • Incredulity — A 
Probable Explanation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov 20 —As going to 


explain the apparent incredulity of the 
secretary of state concerning the re- 
port that Minister Wilhshas presented 
his credentials to President Dole with- 
out referring to the wishes of this gov- 
ernment regarding the queen, it should 
be stated that Mr Willis was not ex- 
pected by the department of state to 
make his instructions public or to dis- 
close the intentions of our government 
irom the housetops 


It is considered probable tnat upon 


being presented to President Dole he 
read a written address of a formal 
character for the public, leaving the 
negotiations concerning the official af- 
fairs of the islands to subsequent pri- 
vate negotiation. It is therefore prob- 
able that these negotiations might 
have taken definite shape and that prep- 
aration for important movements might 
have been made by Mr. Willis without 
the facts becoming generally known. 
This is evidently what Mr Gresham 
expected to learn from Mr. Willis, and 
this vtew of the situation explains his 
doubt as to the correctness of the re- 
port, or the opinion which he evidently 
entertained that it does not cover the 
entire situation. 


On the other hand theie is a feeling 


gradually gaining ground that there 
has been a failure on the part of the 
minister to carry out his instructions 
to the letter. It is pointed out that 
ten days have elapsed between the sail- 
ing of the China and the sailing of Aus- 
tralia, and it is believed that if Mr. 
Willis had made any attempt to pnt in 
force his instructions his movements 
would of necessity have become public 
and the facts known. In view of the 
facts so far made public it would seem 
more than probable that the minister, 
upon acquainting Mr. Dole with his In- 
structions, found the head of the pro- 
visional government obdurate in his 
determination to hold his government 
in power and to resist any effort at its 
displacement, even to the extent of re- 
sorting to force. 


If, then, Mr. Willis' instructions did 


not contemplate a resort to arms, he 
would find himself at the end of his 
line, and it would be necessary for 
him to ask for additional instructions 
before proceeding further. 
If this 


should prove to be the case, the ad- 
ministration will find itself face to 
face with an awkward predicament.

SAM FiLUirasoo, Nov. SO.—Referring 


to the telegrams from Tacoma signed 
"James Cooper Wheeler," offering to 
raise soldiers for Hawaii, Hawaiian 
Consul Charles T. Wilder said 


I do not know Mr. Wheeler, and bis 


telegram has not reached me. Any- 
body could send me such a dispatch, 
but I would have no authority to con- 
sider it, even if I were so disposed " 


Yesterday's Call saya: 
"If United States Minister Willis in- 


sists upon the reinstatement of Queen 
Liliuokalani, as queen of Hawaii, that 
woman will be deported from the 
islands, and the chances are that the 
exequatur of President Cleveland's en- 
voy will be canceled and he will be re- 
turned to this country as persona non 
grata. 
This is rather astonishing 


news, but is what the provisional gov- 
ernment has decided upon." 


This is probably founded upon the 


interview with ex-consul general to 
Hawaii, Henry Severance, who was 
asked: 
"What will the provisional govern- 


ment do when a demand is made that 
the queen be restored?" 


"They will probably at onee cancel 


the exequatur of the minister mating 
such an absurd demand and cause him 
to return to this country." 


"And 
as to the queen?" 


"Oh she will have been disposed of." 
"What do you mean, that she will 


have been killed?" 


"No; nothing of the kind. There 


will be no bloodshed. She will be out 
of the country She will have been 
deported." 
"This move was contemplated some 


time ago, was it not?" 


"Yes." said Mr. Severance, "and it 


was even spoken of in the newspapers, 
but it was considered inadvisable, for 
it was believed that the great United 
States would listen to reason and such 
harsh treatment would not be neces- 
sary. 
The provisional government 


now stands ready to carry out the sug- 
gestion the moment it seems necessary 
for the safety of the powers that now 
rule the island " 


"What effect will the letter of Secre- 


tary Greshan have on the govern- 
ment's action when it reached Hono- 
lulu?" 


"I should not be surprised were the 


queen deported the verj day," he re- 
plied 


"What if the United States attempts 


to put her on the throne by force by 
landing marines?" 


"This country will never do that. In 


the first place the chances are that 
Minister Willis would find no queen to 
"boost" on to the throne. No, there 
will be no force used. If Grover Cleve- 
land should attempt such a thing the 
people of the United States would 
raise such a cry that he would at once 
be called to his senses. Mr. Cleve- 
land's great mistake is that he does 
not know the caliber of the men he 
is dealing with. They are every bit as 
bright and clever as he is. Sandford, 
though not president, could fill any 
office in the United States with honor, 
and the other ministers are equally 
capable. They are determined men, 
determined to give the islands a good, 
clean government. The thinking peo- 
ple want them in power, and they will 
remain there." 


"About cancelling Minister Willis' 


exequatur, can the provisional gov- 
ernment do that?" 


"Most assuredly. They formed an 


independent government, recognized 
as such by the different nations, and 
they can refuse to receive a minister 
should they so decide " 


"But, suppose Mr. Cleveland should 


insist upon what seems to be his policy 
and attempt to force the minister upon 
the islands and the queen upon the 
throne?" 


"I tell you again he would not dare 


do such a thing. The people of the 
United States would not stand it."

afternoon in the harbor of St. Ives on 
the Cornish coast, began dragging 
their anchors towards evening. Both 
signaled for help, but none could be 
sent in such terrible weather. They 
were driven ashore, and after two 
hours of perilous work, the crews were 
rescued with life lines by the coast 
guard and fishermen. The steamers 
went to pieces in the tremendous seas 
Which rfilled over them during the 
night, and this morning not a vestige 
of either hull was to be seen. 
The people of the Orkney islands, off

Signals of distress were seen flying

The excursion steamers Ter- 
nax and Swan, which are at anchor in 
Windemore lake, county of Lancaster, 
when the btorm began, were torn loose 
before tlaylight. and both went to the 
bottom. 


Off \Vinterton, county of Norfolk, a 


schooner foundered shortly before 
noon and five of the crew were 
drowned. Fishing smacks and small 
craft of other sorts have been reported 
by the score as missing from every 
important point on the coast. 


The loss of life has been great, but 


no estimate of the number drowned is 
possible, as communication with many 
parts of the coast has been cut off. 


Dispatches from Havre say that the 


Normandy coast has suffered more se- 
verely than for years. Many lives 
have been lost. The service of channel 
steamers has been suspended com- 
pletely. 


At several points on the coast the 


thermometer has fallen rapidly and 
the high winds have piled up enormous 
fanow drifts. Two soldiers were found 
to-day frozen to death In a drift near 
Portsmouth. 


The British steamship fytmpshire,

Th« immediate 
cause is the company's refusal to reo- 
ogniic any omjmittee or body at men 
as the repieaeavtatires of the employee 
of the road. After repeated attempt* 
made by the .grand officers of the sev- 
eral railway organizations to gain au- 
diences with the officials of the, road, 
arid after a subcommittee from the 
general commitUe sitting; at the Bing- 
ham house In this city, composed of 
bana fide employee of the road, had 
failed to secure recognition from the 
road's highest representative in the 
city—First Viee-President Voorhis—a 
further consultation was held. 


Among the grand officers of the or- 


ganisation of Train Workers the order 
to quit -work was telegraphed to all the 
employes along the line of the road. 
The result was that a general strike 
nas declared. Eighteen hundred and 
ten men employed in all the mechani- 
cal departments of running a railroad 
were idle at daybreak. 


Only Mall Trains Allowed to Bun. 
WILKESBABKE, Pa., Nov. *19.—Thou- 


sanda of men thronged the platform of 
the Lehitfh Valley station all day to- 
day, 
and although nothing 
of an 


alarming nature occurred, the excite- 
ment was intense. Only mail trains 
were allowed to run to-day, the mails 
being carried on all kinds of mixed 
trains. The officials of the company 
are doing everything in their power to 
provide for the running of through 
passenger trains to-morrow, although 
their success has been to say the least 
indifferent. The mails were not delayed 
at any point. Crews who had not re- 
ceived the order to strike before tak- 
ing out their trains, almost invariably 
proceeded to the end of the run in com- 
pliance with the law of 1877, which 
makes it a misdemeanor to abandon a 
train on the road. The same act also 
provides for the punishment by fine 
and imprisonment of any employe oJ 
another railroad who refuses to handle 
the cars from a railroad whose men are 
on a strike. This may lead to serious 
complications, for, if the strike contin- 
ues, the Lehigh Valley people will Cer- 
tainly offer their traffic to the Jersey 
Central, Delaware, Lackawanna 
oi 


Western,and other roads, and the train, 
men who belong to the association will 
certainly refuse to handle it. This wil" 
not only extend the trouble to other 
lines, but will lay the employes of 
these roads liable to proscntion in the 
courts. 
The New York passenger train, due 


at 3:80, came in on time, with Train 
Dispatcher Wiedaw as engineer and a 
new crew. 
The train lay here an 


hour, during which time every effort 
was made to induce the men to leave, 
but to no purpose. 


At all points north, ba-tween Wilkes- 


barre and Sayrc, the trainmen are out 
to a man, and not a wheel turns, with 
the exception' of those noted above. 
It is expected that by to-morrow the 
road will be tied up from one end to 
the other. 


The railroad yards and the various 


side tracks of the company in this tity 
and at Coxton, Sugar Notch, Pairview 
and Port Bowkley are blockaded with 
several thousand cars of freight and 
coal. 


At the superintendent's office to- 


night, six firemen and a number of un- 
employed men reported for work, their 
names -v\ ere placed upon the list and 
they will be notified if wanted. 


A private telegram was received at 


the superintendent's 
office 
to-night 


from Bethlehem saying: "The oper- 
ators on the Lehigh and New Jersey 
division struck to-day almost to a man 
some of the firemen and brakemen are 
off, 
but things look to be in good 


shape. Passenger trains are running 
and some of the freight trains are go- 
ing out. 


At 7:20 o'clock to-night Trackwalker 


Welch, at Sugar Notch, four miles 
from here, reports that a tough gang 
of men was seen by him at the Frank- 
lin switch, and fears are entertained 
that they might interfere with the 
switch during the night. He hoisted 
all the lamps in their proper places 
after which he was chased away by 
the crowd, who threw stones at him. 
At Coxton, ten miles from here, the 
switch lights were removed early this 
morning and thrown into the adjoin- 
ing fields by persons as yet unknown 
to the company.
